Mayor Tom Edwards has started a trend for 
short Sierra Madre City Council meetings. Tues¬ 
day evening’s meeting lasted until 8:32 p.m. before 
the group went into executive session to discuss 
the latest results of Group W vs. Sierra Madre 
negotiations. 

Probably the item that interests most people 
is the annual clean-up day, scheduled for Satur¬ 
day, May 19. The event is sponsored by the city’s 
trash hauler. Western Waste. Dumping will take 
place from 8 a.m. to 4 p.m. and only Sierra 
Madre residents will be able to participate. Proof 
of residency may be required. 

Jerry Adkins announced he was “here to criti¬ 
cize you tonight” and he set about asking why

According to the Southern California 
Veterinary Medical Aaaoclatlon, warm 
waathar bringa anakaa out of hlbamatlon 
with a resulting Increase In the number of 
snake bltaa, alnea the typical pat has no 
fear of snakaa and Is usually curious 
about what It views as a potential play¬ 
mate. As a result, snake bites are 10 
times more common In dogs than In 
humans. 

Although the bite of a poisonous rep¬ 
tile Is seldom fatal, such a bite Is always 
serious. Unlike the swelling about the 
head, which results from bee or other 
Insect stings and causes an allergic reac- 
tllon which subsides within a few hours, 
snake venom can cause extensive des¬ 
truction of tissue serious enough to ne- 
oeasltata skin grafts or even amputation. 

Dogs ara most often bitten on the 
nose or head and those bites are ex¬ 
tremely dangerous because of the tremen¬ 
dous swelling which Immediately follows 
the bite. Swelling around the head puts 
pressure on the nostrils and windpipe 
making It difficult. If not Impossible for the 
animal to breathe. 

The animal should be kept quiet, 
the bitten limb Immobilized, and a loose 
tourniquet applied which will Impede the 
spread of venom without cutting off cir¬ 
culation of the blood. Following emergen¬ 
cy treatment, the animal should be rushed 
to the nearest veterinarian for profession¬ 
al treatment. 

Prevention against snakebite Is the 
best protection any owner can give his 
pat. Owners living In vulnerable areas 
should practice good yard maintenance, 
taking care to eliminate conditions at¬ 
tractive to snakes such as overgrowth or 
woodpiles and regularly check the pre- 
mleas for signs of reptiles. 

In summary, pet owners are urged to 
take every precaution to prevent pets 
coming Into contact with poisonous 
snakes, but not to panic should a bite 
occur. By remaining calm, giving good on- 
the-spot emergency care, and obtaining 
prompt follow-up care from a veterinarian, 
the prognosis Is almost always favorable.
